REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  CARIBOO 
ROAD. 

OTICE  is  hereby  given  that  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  No.  373,  a  j  (proved  the  3rd  day  of  April, 
1930,  the  following  regulations,  effective  April  7th, 
1930,  have  been  made  pursuant  to  section  34  of  the 
“  Highway  Act  ”  : — 

Regulations  respecting  the  Cariboo  Road. 

1.  The  Provincial  highway  between  Yale  and 
Lytton  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  known 
as  Cariboo  Road,  is  hereby  declared  a  toll-road. 

2.  The  rates  of  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  said  toll- 
road,  to  be  paid  to  the  Crown  at  each  time  of  pass¬ 
ing  the  toll-gate  maintained  upon  said  toll-road, 
shall  be  as  follows: — 

(a.)  For  each  passenger  motor-vehicle  having  a 
seating  capacity  not  exceeding  seven  per¬ 
sons,  and  including  the  carrying  therein  of 
the  driver  and  four  other  persons,  a  total  of 
$1;  with  an  additional  toll  of  25  cents  for 
each  additional  person  carried  therein  ;  and 
where  the  personal  baggage  of  any  person 
carried  therein  exceeds  50  lb.  in  weight,  an 
additional  toll  for  the  excess  at  the  rate  of 
10  cents  for  each  100  lb.  or  major  fraction 
of  100  lb. ;  and  an  additional  toll  for  all 
goods  or  freight,  other  than  personal  bag¬ 
gage,  carried  therein  at  the  rate  of  10  cents 
for  each  100  lb.  or  major  fraction  of  100  lb. : 

(6.)  For  each  passenger  motor-vehicle  having  a 
seating  capacity  exceeding  seven  persons, 
and  including  the  carrying  therein  of  the 
driver,  a  toll  of  $2 ;  with  an  additional  toll 
of  25  cents  for  each  person  carried  therein 
in  addition  to  the  driver ;  and  where  the 
personal  baggage  of  any  person  carried 
therein  exceeds  50  lb.  in  weight,  an  addi¬ 
tional  toll  for  the  excess  at  the  rate  of  10 
cents  for  each  100  lb.  or  major  fraction  of 
100  lb. ;  and  an  additional  toll  for  all  goods 
or  freight,  other  than  personal  baggage, 
carried  therein  at  the  rate  of  10  cents  for 
each  100  lb.  or  major  fraction  of  100  lb. : 
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(c.)  For  each  motor-vehicle  (other  than  those 
coming  within  the  scope  of  clause  (a)  or 
(b)  carrying  or  used  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  goods  or  freight  of  any  kind,  and 
including  the  carrying  of  the  driver  therein  ; 
a  toll  of  $1 ;  and  where  the  combined1  weight 
of  the  motor-vehicle  and  the  load  thereon 
exceeds  8,000  lb.,  an  additional  toll  for  the 
excess  at  the  x-ate  of  10  cents  for  each  100 
lb.  or  major  fraction  of  100  lb. ;  and  an 
additional  toll  of  25  cents  for  each  person 
canned  thei-ein  in  addition  to  the  driver: 

(d.)  For  each  two-wheeled  trailer  attached  to  a 
motor-vehicle  where  the  combined  weight  of 
the  trailer  and  the  load  thei’eon  does  not 
exceed  2.000  lb.,  a  toll  of  $1 ;  and  for  any 
other  two-wheeled  trailer  such  greater  toll 
as  may  be  fixed  in  the  permit  under  which 
the  trailer  is  operated : 

(e.)  No  toll  shall  be  payable  in  respect  of  any 
person  under  the  age  of  twelve  years  car- 
l’ied  in  any  motoi’-vehicle  within  the  scope 
of  clause  (a),  (&),  or  (c). 

5.  The  Minister  of  Public  Works  may  erect  and 
maintain  on  the  said  Cariboo  Road  a  toll-gate,  and 
may  appoint  and  employ  all  necessary  toll-gate 
keepers  and  direct  and  control  them  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  their  duties. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  toll-gate  keeper 
appointed  under  these  regulations  to  collect  and  en¬ 
force  payment  of  the  tolls  imposed  by  these  regula¬ 
tions,  and  otherwise  to  enfoi’ce  due  observance  of 
the  pi-ovisions  of  these  regulations. 

7.  If  any  person  in  charge  of  any  motor-' vehicle 
or  trailer  in  respect  of  which  any  toll  is  payable 
by  virtue  of  these  regulations  neglects  or  i-efuses, 
after  demand  thereof,  to  pay  the  same,  any  toll- 
gate  keeper  may  by  himself,  or  taking  such  assis¬ 
tance  as  he  thinks  necessary,  seize  and  distrain  the 
motor-vehicle  or  trailer  and  the  personal  baggage, 
goods,  or  freight  carried  thereon  ;  and  if  the  toll 
of  which  payment  is  so  neglected  or  refused,  and 
the  reasonable  charges  of  such  seizure  and  distress 
is  made,  the  toll-gate  keeper,  after  having  given 
four  days’  public  notice  thereof  may  sell  the  motor 
vehicle,  trailer,  personal  baggage,  goods,  or  freight 
so  seized  and  distrained,  or  a  sufficient  part  thereof, 
returning  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  demand,  the 
overplus  (if  any)  of  the  money  arising  from  such 
sale,  and  what  remains  unsold  after  such  toll  and 
the  treasonable  charges  occasioned  by  such  seizure, 
distress,  and  sale  have  been  deducted. 

8.  No  person  shall  pass  or  attempt  to  pass  any 
toll-gate  erected  or  maintained  on  the  said  Cariboo 
Road  without  first  paying  the  toll  imposed  under 
these  regulations  in  respect  of  any  motor-vehicle, 
trailer,  baggage,  goods,  or  freight  within  his  cus¬ 
tody  or  control. 

9.  No  person  shall  alight  from  or  leave  any 
motor-vehicle  at  or  near  any  toll-gate  erected  or 
maintained  on  the  said  Cariboo  Road,  and  pass  or 
attempt  to  pass  the  toll-gate  on  foot  or  otherwise 
for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  or  evading  the  payment 
of  any  toll  imposed  or  which  might  otherwise  be 
imposed  under  these  regulations;  nor  shall  the 
driver  of  any  motor-vehicle  permit  any  person  to 
alight  therefi’om  or  leave  the  motor- vehicle  for  that 
purpose.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  76. 

A  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop- 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  ‘‘British  North  America  Act, 
1807  ’’—whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work ;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry  ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  or  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act — 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  he  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 


to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principal,  or  "for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  bo  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  tlm  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses.

mHE  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
-L  before  them  a  report,  dated  10th  March,  1930, 
from  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  submitting  that 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  June,  1025,  the 
Abernethy-Lougheed  Logging  Company,  Limited, 
which  is  conducting  extensive  timber  operations  in 
the  vicinity  of  Stave  Lake  in  the  Railway  Belt,  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  was  granted  per¬ 
mission  to  export  certain  cedar  logs  for  a  period  of 
six  months ;  that  owing  to  the  congested  state  of 
the  cedar  market  several  extensions  of  time  have 
been  granted  by  Orders  in  Council  to  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  Company  to  continue  exporting,  the  last 
extension  having  been  authorized  by  Order  in  Coun¬ 
cil  dated  21st  August,  1029,  for  a  period  of  six 
months  from  the  22nd  July,  1029,  and  whereby  the 
material  exported  was  subject,  to  the  payment  of 
dues  at  $3  per  thousand  feet,  B.M.,  on  logs  grading 
No.  1  ;  ^—.50  per  thousand  feet.  B.M.,  on  logs  grad¬ 
ing  No.  2;  and  $2  per  thousand  feet,  B.M.,  on  logs 
grading  No.  3,  which  dues  are  in  excess  of  those 
charged  under  the  Regulations  governing  (lie  dis¬ 
posal  of  timber  cut  from  licensed  berths  on  Do¬ 
minion  lands.

The  Company  has  applied  for  a  renewal  of  the

composed  of  1  lb.  of  arsenate  to  40  gallons  of  water, 
to  be  applied  by  means  of  an  efficient  spraying

No.  2.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  from  two  to 
three  weeks  after  the  No.  1  spray.

Oyama  Protection  Spraying  Zone. 

1.  For  the  prevention,  treatment,  care,  and  ex¬ 
tirpation  of  fruit  pests,  all  orchards,  gardens,  and 
fruit-trees  within  the  protection  spraying  zone  here¬ 
inafter  defined1  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any 
officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

2.  Every  owner  and  every  caretaker  of  any  or¬ 
chard  or  garden  containing  apple,  pear,  or  crab- 
apple  trees  situate  within  the  said  protection  spray¬ 
ing  zone  shall  spray  all  apple,  pear,  and  crab-apple 
trees  owned  by  him  or  under  his  care  or  control  at 
least  four  times  in  each  year  with  arsenical  spray 
composed  of  1  lb.  of  arsenate  to  40  gallons  of  water, 
to  be  applied  by  means  of  an  efficient  spraying 
equipment,  as  follows: — 

No.  1.  A  calyx-spray  to  be  applied  when  the 
blossoms  are  falling. 

No.  2.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  from  two  to 
three  weeks  after  the  No.  1  spray. 

No.  3.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  from  two  to 
three  weeks  after  the  No.  2  spray. 

No.  4.  A  cover-spray  to  be  applied  between  the 
!  25th  day  of  July  and  the  6th  day  of  August. 

Provided  that  in  any  case,  if  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Minister  or  of  any  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  the  application  of  the  said  four  sprays 
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is  unnecessary,  the  Minister  or  officer  may  issue 
to  the  owner  or  caretaker  a  permit  exempting  him 
from  applying  any  one  or  more  of  said  sprays  other 
than  the  No.  1  spray. 

Provided  further  that  the  Minister  or  any  officer

3.  On  or  before  the  1st  day  of  September  in  each 
year  the  owner  or  caretaker  of  any  orchard  or  gar¬ 
den  containing  any  apple,  pear,  or  crab-apple  trees 
situate  within  the  said  protection  spraying  zone 
shall  forward  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  an 
affidavit  proving  compliance  by  such  owner  or  care¬ 
taker  with  the  last  preceding  regulation.
